It's wild but it's no turkey 

Distillery’s visitor center is a dazzling experience

Fred Cubberly grinned from 
ear to ear as he sampled Wild 
Turkey’s Kentucky Spirit in the 
distillery’s tasting room Friday 
His bliss wasn’t born entirely 
from the bourbon. He’d only 
had an ounce or two. It was 
born out of the pleasure of sim¬ 
ply being at Wild Turkey in 
Lawrenceburg. 

“I’ve always wanted to come 
to this distillery” Cubberly said. 
“I get to meet so many mas¬ 
ter distillers but that Jimmy 
Russell (Wild Turkey’s master 
distiller for nearly 60 years) is 
the best. Bourbon Country is a 
fantastic place with fantastic 
people.” 

Cubberly who lives near 
Dayton, Ohio, would know. His 
fascination with “brown liquor” 
has led him all over the world. 
He’s visited nearly 100 distill¬ 
eries in the U.S., Canada and 
Scotland. 

But last week, his fascina¬ 
tion brought him back to the 
hallowed ground of Kentucky, 
where about 95 percent of all 
bourbon whiskey is produced. 


This is great for Lawrenceburg 
and for Lawrenceburg busi¬ 
nesses.

It was a busy day for Wild 
Turkey. The flow of traffic to 
the visitor center was steady 
with people from all over the 
world, including a stop by U.S. 
Congressman Andy Barr with 
a busload of legislators touring 
a bit of the Kentucky Bourbon 
Trail. 

The traffic should grow 
significantly this year. Yester¬ 
day, Wild Turkey officially 
launched its new visitor center, 
a visual and experiential treat 
for tourists, bourbon aficiona¬ 
dos and just about anybody 
interested in learning about the 
spirit that’s distinctive to this 
nation. 

“I am very excited about the 
investment in tourism at the

City Council discusses process on equalization basin project

An update on the equal¬ 
ization basin project and a 
recommendation for a zoning 
change to a property within 
city limits were the major line 
items on the Lawrenceburg 
City Council agenda Monday 
night. 

The Equalization Basin 
Project has been an ongoing 
project for more than a year 
to create a concrete basin to 
hold runoff rainwater near 
the city’s wastewater treat¬ 
ment plant. As previously 
reported in The Anderson 
News June 12, 2013, the plant 
processes around 1.8 million 
gallons of water per day but 
it can reach an average of 10 


million gallons of water per 
day during wet weather con¬ 
ditions. That is about 1 million 
gallons more than the maxi¬ 
mum allowed for the plant. 
The new equalization basin 
will be able to hold 2 million 
gallons to help keep the treat¬ 
ment plant from reaching the 
maximum levels of water. 
In December 2013, The Ander¬ 
son News reported that the 
council unanimously accept¬ 
ed a $1.2 million bid from 
Hubert Excavating of Salvisa 
for the equalization basin 
project. 

Currently, Larry Hazlett, 
public works director, said 
Hubert Excavating is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled to begin 
dynamiting the rock Friday 
or Saturday to start the build-

ing of the pump station for 
the equalization basin. 

The council unanimously 


voted to deny the Lawrence¬ 
burg/Anderson County Joint 
Planning Commission’s rec¬ 
ommendation to rezone the 
property located in 400 block 
of South Main Street from an 
R2 two family residential to 
a B3 Highway Service Busi¬ 
ness. Mayor Edwinna Baker 
said the council decided to 
deny the recommendation 
because the property is not 
located along a bypass or a 
highway, which is what B3 
zoning necessitates. 

Ed Ruggles, whose fam¬ 
ily owns the property, said 
the business was incorrectly 
given the zoning code of an 
R2 two family residential, 
which made it impossible to 
have the property appraised. 
Ruggles brought the issue to 


the Joint Planning Commis¬ 
sion and, during a public hear¬ 
ing Jan. 14, the property was 
given the recommendation to 
be rezoned as a B3. The deci¬ 
sion was passed to the city 
council for final approval. 

Ruggles said he was okay 
with the B3 zoning and that 
he didn’t understand the hold¬ 
up. 

“I’d just really like some 
action on this. I’d hate for it to 
be delayed any longer,” Rug¬ 
gles said. 

Members of the council 
discussed that they felt the 
zoning change of a B2 general 
business district would have 
been more appropriate than a 
B3 but the council could only

Walking in the footsteps of the past 


Local teen and her horse make 
voyage through Trail of Tears

What started out as a 
method to differentiate 
herself to gain entry to law 
school has become a journey 
of education and self discov¬ 
ery for 17-year-old Emma 
Swendsen who will take a

more than two-month long 
horseback journey through 
the Trail of Tears. 

Her only accompaniment 
across state lines, a 12-year- 
old Arabian Mustang horse, 
Flame, and 10-month-old 
German Shepherd mix, 
Rune. Swendsen’s yearlong 
preparations for this voy¬ 
age will come to an end on 
Thursday when she will 
start her ride in Charleston, 
Tenn. and end at the Trail 
of Tears National Park in 


Jackson, Missouri. 

“I’m utterly terrified but 
I hope the fact that I am 
scared will keep me more 
alert and safe,” Swendsen 
said. “Really I’m more excit¬ 
ed than anything. This will 
be an amazing memory to 
share with my children and 
grand-children one day.” 

Growing up, Swendsen 
had an atypical upbring¬ 
ing where she was home

Beshear signs bill banning sale of e-cigarettes to children 


Calling the measure a 
big win for efforts to reduce 
tobacco use in the state, par¬ 
ticularly among young peo¬ 
ple, Gov. Steve Beshear signed 
Senate Bill 109 into law, ban¬ 
ning the sale of all types of 
e-cigarettes to minors. 

Beshear specifically urged 
legislators to pass the bill dur¬ 
ing his State of the Common¬ 


wealth in January and identi¬ 
fied the effort as a key part of 
his legislative agenda. 

“We have the highest rates 
of youth smoking in the 
country” Beshear said. “And 
we know that if we can keep 
our children from trying ciga¬ 
rettes - including e-cigarettes 
- before the age of 18, they 
are significantly less likely to 


become smokers later in life.” 

SB109 prohibits the sales 
of all types of e-cigarettes to 
minors, regardless of whether 
the devices use nicotine. Food 
and Drug Administration 
testing found that a number 
of e-cigarettes sold as “nico¬ 
tine-free” contained the drug 
and the largely unregulated 
nature of e-cigarette products 


creates enforcement issues 
around youth access for state 
agencies, retailers, school dis¬ 
tricts and parents. 

From 2011 to 2012, the per¬ 
centage of all youth in grades 
6-12 who tried e-cigarettes 
doubled. The majority of 
youth who have used e-cig- 
arettes also smoked conven¬ 
tional cigarettes. 


The goal to reduce Ken¬ 
tucky’s smoking rate by 10 
percent over the next five 
years is one goal of Beshear’s 
initiative, kyhealthnow, 
which aims to reduce Ken¬ 
tucky’s dismal health rank¬ 
ings and habits through goals 
and strategies related to seven 
areas that include obesity, 
cancer and health insurance.

schooled until age 14 and 
grew up around horses. 

“I’ve been riding on 
this land since I was two,” 
said Swendsen. “I had 
more freedom than most 
kids my age.” 

She recalled the gen¬ 
tle mare Gailsee she used 
to fall asleep on as small 
child. 

“We had a big western 
saddle with a horn. Mom 
put a pillow on the horn 
and I’d fall asleep on 
Gailsee’s neck.” Swend¬ 
sen said. 

It’s not a surprise that 
Swendsen has an affinity 
for animals, her mother 
Susan Swendsen Harris 
is an animal behavior- 
ist who takes in trau¬ 
matized working breed 
dogs on her 30 acres in 
Lawrenceburg for Tier 
Haven Rescue. 

Swendsen is very close 
with her mother and said 
she is lucky to have such 
a strong and compassion¬ 
ate female role model. 

“Mom taught me 
about what’s going on in 
the world. She would just 
tell me the truth and she 
didn’t sugar coat things,” 


she said. 

She credits her mom 
for her strong sense of 
justice and interest in 
becoming a lawyer. 

Swendsen worked 
hard throughout her 
time at Anderson County 
High School to keep up 
her grade point average 
and graduated in Decem¬ 
ber to help her make 
time to become a more 
desirable law school can¬ 
didate. 

Through the Harlan 
Scholarship, Swendsen 
was chosen out of 700 
applicants for guaran¬ 
teed access into pre-law 
school at University of 
Louisville in the fall. 

During college prepa¬ 
ration, advisors told 
Swendsen she needed 
more experiences to 
make her more well 
rounded. Traveling 
abroad was suggested, 
but Swendsen said she 
wanted to do something 
more unique and person¬ 
al that she could use to 
educate others. 

Swendsen, who fol¬ 
lows social inequal¬ 
ity and environmental 
issues closely, has always 
been passionate about 
the Trail of Tears. She 
knows a great deal about 
the historical event and 


has lead discussions 
about it to students in 
4-H and the University 
of Kentucky. 

“It’s amazing to see 
how many of my peers 
didn’t know about it,” 
Swendsen said. 

According to the Trail 
of Tears National His¬ 
toric Trail website, the 
Trail of Tears occurred 
in 1838 when the U.S. 
government forcibly 
relocated around 16,000 
Native Americans from 
their homelands in Ten¬ 
nessee, Alabama, North 
Carolina and Georgia to 
Indian Territory which 
is the site of present- 
day Oklahoma. Hun¬ 
dreds died during the 
relocation process and 
thousands more died 
as a consequence of the 
Native Americans being 
removed from their 
homelands. 

“This is a vital part 
of our history and if we 
don’t learn from this we 
are bound to repeat it,” 
Swendsen said. 

She said the hardest 
part of her journey she 
calls “Trails and Tears 
Through Time” was con¬ 
vincing her mother that 
it is safe for her teenage 
daughter to make a more 
than two monthlong 


journey across the U.S. by 
herself. It wasn’t an easy 
sell she said. 

“I’m in conflict,” 
Swendsen Harris said. 
“I’m so proud of her yet 
I’m speechless with ter¬ 
ror.” 

Swendsen Harris said 
she read several arti¬ 
cles on raising an inde¬ 
pendent teenager that 
helped her with the dif¬ 
ficult task of letting go. 

“I have to let her live 
journey,” she said. 

It’s been about a year 
of preparation to make 
the trip a reality and 
Swendsen Harris has 
been beside her daugh¬ 
ter the whole time, advis¬ 
ing her and helping her 
plan the safest route. 

Through recycling, 
Swendsen was able to 
save the majority of the 
funds for the trip. Other 
money came from dona¬ 
tions and around 15 peo¬ 
ple along the route who 
have agreed to provide 
food and lodging. 

The journey required 
a great deal of prepara¬ 
tion. Swendsen changed 
her diet to cut out caf¬ 
feine and junk food to 
make it easier to survive 
for two months off of 
soup and meals-ready- 
to-eat. She trained Flame

make a decision to accept or deny 
the Joint Planning Commission’s 
recommendation. 

After the decision to deny to 
the Joint Planning Commission’s 
recommendation, City Attorney 


Robert Myles explained that 
the council’s decision made it a 
dead issue. He explained that if 
Ruggles wanted further action he 
would have to go back to the Joint 
Planning Commission and restart 
the zoning change process. 

In other news, the council 
unanimously passed the 2014-01 
Budget Amendment, the ordi¬ 


nance 2014-01 annual cost of liv¬ 
ing update to pay/classification 
plan which entailed placing the 
Cost of Living Index increase of 
1.50 percent from last year in the 
personal policy book to reflect 
that increase to give an accurate 
pay scale for city personnel.

by walking five miles a 
day regularly and taught 
both Rune and Flame 
to carry backpacks con¬ 
taining a week’s worth 
of food. 

Since Swendsen will 
be out in the elements 
and most likely bathing 
in a nearby stream, she 
had to create her own 
natural soaps, shampoos 
and laundry detergent to 
avoid polluting the land. 
She even created a con¬ 
coction of vinegar and 
peppermint oil to ward 
of fleas and ticks. 

Swendsen was so con¬ 
cerned about making 
sure her dog and horse 
had the proper amount 
of food that she forgot 
about making her own 
food until about two 
weeks ago. She dehydrat¬ 
ed vegetables, ground 
them into a powder in 
a blender to create soup 
packets. Finally, Swend¬ 
sen had to contact the 


state and county police 
where she will be passing 
through to alert them of 
her presence, and hope¬ 
fully “avoid getting 
arrested.” 

Swendsen starts her 
journey this week. She 
hopes to keep her “Trails 
and Tears Through 
Time” facebook updated 
when she can and jour¬ 
nal about her travels. She 
said she hopes what she 
is doing will raise aware¬ 
ness about the Trails of 
Tears and social inequal¬ 
ity. 

“I hope by doing this 
that maybe someone 
will see that they don’t 
have to be ashamed of 
their Native American 
culture,” Swendsen said. 
“This is an experience 
of a lifetime. This is will 
be something signifi¬ 
cant I’ve done that I will 
remember for the rest of 
my life.”

drink Wild Tur¬ 
key or hunt wild 
turkey you have to 
admit that the work the 
Wild Turkey distillery 
has done to increase 
visitor traffic to Ander¬ 
son County is pretty 
remarkable. 

This community 
is truly blessed with a 
corporate citizen that 
not only provides posi¬ 
tive notoriety but also 
jobs and taxes. And 
just a few miles away 
is Four Roses, another 
great bourbon job/tax 
producer and tourist 
attraction. 

As a newcomer to the 
area and a former tour¬ 
ism CEO, my first call 
was to the local tourism 
director for comments 
about the projected 
impact of the visitor 
center Wild Turkey 
officially unveiled yes¬ 
terday. After all, much 
fanfare was planned, a 
visit by the governor, a 
reminder that Ander¬ 
son County can lay 
claim to bourbon leg¬ 
end Jimmy Russell and 
smiles were expected all 
around for this illustri¬ 
ous moment. 

What I got was a jour¬ 
ney into the ambiguity 
of tourism promotion 
for Anderson County, 
particularly Lawrence- 
burg. 

To find the local tour¬ 
ism director, I Googled 
what I suspect is a very 
common search for 
Anderson County tour¬ 
ism - “Anderson County 
Kentucky tourism.” The 
first site that shows up is 
for the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Tourism Commission. 
Oy. The phone number 
didn’t work, the email 
address bounced, prac¬ 
tically every link went 
to nothing or the wrong 
sites. It’s a disaster. One 
of the best examples of 
bad first impressions 
I’ve ever seen. 

Shortly into the list 
of results is VisitLaw- 
renceburgKy.com, an 
attractive little site but 
still a very bare bones 
effort. 

It took a few phone 
calls to other organiza¬ 
tions and I was finally 
led to David “Davie” 
Montgomery, a mem¬ 
ber of the local tour¬ 
ism commission. He’s a 
very good-natured fel¬ 
low, indeed, but has had 
his share of frustrations 
since being appointed 
to the commission last 
summer. He’s a believer 
in the benefits but not 


quite sure 
how to get 
the fire lit. 

It turns 
out there 
really is a 
commis¬ 
sion but 
getting 
a meet¬ 
ing with 
its seven 
members has been a les¬ 
son in futility. There’s 
even funding - a tran¬ 
sient room tax collected 
monthly - and a budget. 

Magen Hoskins, gen¬ 
eral manager of Best 
Western Lawrence- 
burg Inn, told me she’s 
been chair and acted on 
behalf of the commis¬ 
sion in regards to adver¬ 
tising for the past couple 
of years on a volunteer 
basis. She said that she 
is stepping down from 
that position, though. 

Hoskins said there 
hasn’t been a paid direc¬ 
tor for a few years and 
that most commissioner 
terms have expired. 

What seems to be 
lacking is a plan for 
moving forward. Hard 
to plot the course if you 
can’t get a quorum of 
those who get to case 
votes. The last commis¬ 
sion meeting, which 
was held in September 
2013, had an agenda 
with genuine tourism- 
related topics but, well, 
that was 7 months ago. 

We’ll leave it at that 
for the moment. How¬ 
ever, this isn’t a topic 
we’ll let snooze under 
a tree with no place 
important to go. 

Anderson County is 
next door to the state 
capitol, minutes from 
Keeneland, Rupp Arena 
and Lexington, home of 
Wild Turkey and Four 
Roses, has a major thor¬ 
oughfare running right 
through it, cool shops, 
great restaurants, a con¬ 
vention center... holy 
smoke, folks! Do you 
know how much money 
visitors spend in com¬ 
munities such as this? 

Tourism in Ander¬ 
son County should be a 
very high priority. Local 
businesses need it, it’s 
good for the quality of 
life and overall morale 
in the community and, 
frankly, if you don’t 
have a strong tourism 
and travel promotion 
plan these days, your 
neighbors will gladly 
slurp up your visitors 
with their tourism 
efforts. 

I can assure you, it’s 
already happening.

Being a part of the solution 

Career readiness is a conscious effort 


and industry should engage with schools 


Throughout my 
career as a former educa¬ 
tion reporter, I’ve heard 
many buzz words. The 
latest and most popular, 
in my opinion, seem to 
be “21st Century school” 
and “college and career 
readiness.” 

These phrases most 
likely have little signifi¬ 
cance for people who 
don’t work in the educa¬ 
tion field. Without get¬ 
ting into the technicali¬ 
ties, these phrases really 
mean a school that is 
up-to-date in methods of 
preparing students for 
a career and/or college 
path. 

When I spoke with 
Chris Glass, Anderson 
County High School prin¬ 
cipal, this week about 
his goals to work with 
local industry to pro¬ 
vide students with tan¬ 
gible work experience, 
I immediately thought 
of the phrase “college 
and career readiness.” 
I strongly believe that 
preparing the future 
generation to accom¬ 
plish their career goals is 
going to take a conscious

effort 
from both 
schools 
and local 
industry. 

Here 
is why I 
say that. 

A 2013 
Oxford 
Martin 

School - 

study found that around 
45 percent of American 
jobs are at high risk of 
becoming obsolete with¬ 
in the next two decades. 

Another 2013 study by 
Chegg, an academic com¬ 
pany based out of Santa 
Carla, Calif., conducted a 
survey of 2,001 students 
ranging in age 18-24 and 
1,000 hiring managers. 
Fewer than two out of 
five hiring managers 
who interviewed the 
students felt they were 
ready for their career of 
choice. 

If you are reading 
this and thinking, “we 
have to change the way 
we approach preparing 
the future generation 
for jobs,” you are cor¬ 
rect. Many jobs that stu¬ 


dents are being prepared 
for will no longer exist 
because of technology 
and industries are often 
complaining that young 
applicants do not possess 
the skills they seek. 

The answer to this 
conundrum is so easy 
that it’s mind blowing. 
Local industries need to 
get involved with high 
school students and give 
them real work experi¬ 
ence where they are in 
an adult environment of 
job expectations greater 
than just showing up on 
time for their weekend 
job at the mall. 

Local industries, if 
you find yourself think¬ 
ing students are not pre¬ 
pared for job, be a part 
of the solution. Go to 
the high schools and ask 
how you can help. See if 
any of the students are 
interested in job shadow¬ 
ing, an internship, etc. 
Asking these questions 
is just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg. 

I saw that Ander¬ 
son County Schools has 
a career and tech cen¬ 
ter. This is a great start 


and a fantastic resource 
for students to “try on” 
careers to see what fits. 

Technology and 
the world around us is 
changing so much that 
we cannot approach edu¬ 
cation the same way we 
always have and expect 
it to work. Also, there are 
all sorts of career paths 
some of which don’t 
require a college degree 
and that’s OK. We need 
doctors, lawyers and 
engineers just as much 
as we need the postal 
service workers, street 
sweepers and trash col¬ 
lectors. Everybody con¬ 
tributes an important 
part to making a com¬ 
munity run efficiently. 

Really, what I’m try¬ 
ing to say is that no 
school just becomes “a 
21st Century school” 
or “college and career 
ready” overnight. It’s 
an ongoing effort with 
fingertips placed on the 
living and ever-growing 
pulse of the job market 
in America.

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The weather is improving but 
don’t rush into planting just yet 


I got to wear a T-shirt 
and shorts last week! 
Never mind that my 
legs really did look like 
toothpicks, color and all. 
Dogs were bathed, win¬ 
dows opened and lawn 
sort of mowed. Then 
Mother Nature got witty 
again and pulled us back 
to reality. Having grown 
up in Indiana, I’m used 
to these bipolar weather 
swings. 

These warm days 
makes us want to put 
something in the ground. 
Please don’t get too anx¬ 
ious. Unless you have a 
row house over your gar¬ 
den, do not be tempted 
to put any summer veg¬ 
etables outside, unless 
you’re just hardening 
them off to the cooler 
outside temperatures a 
few hours each day. 

This is the time to prep 
your soil and fence in 
the garden. Sure you can 
plant cold hardy crops 
like lettuce, spinach, 
greens, turnips, potatoes 
and peas. Some brave 
folks put out their corn 
and beans toward the 
end of this month. Just 
no warm season crops, 
such as tomatoes, pep¬ 
pers, squash and cucum¬ 
bers. We’ve got to wait 
almost a whole month 
before we are safe from 
any frosts. 

I will be planting 
potatoes this week. Rows 
of mounds. I love my 
potatoes! I seriously don’t 
know how anyone can 
eat a store bought potato 
after eating homegrown 
ones. Besides, potatoes 
are going to be high this 
year so if you’ve never 
tried your hand at it, 
give a go. 

Seed potatoes are 
found at any garden 
center and Kennebec, 
Yukon Gold and Norland 


/I * 4 
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reds are 
pretty good 
choices for 
our area. If 
you want 
to grow 
a whole 
year’s worth 
of potatoes, 
plan on a 
50-foot row 

for every - 

person in the family. 
Plant the seed potatoes 
to a depth of 3-5 inch¬ 
es and 10 inches apart. 
After they sprout up a 
few inches of green, lay 
down the newspaper and 
mulch on the surround¬ 
ing empty soil. This 
will stop the weeds and 
retain moisture. 

I’ve been getting a 
lot of pruning questions 
lately. So, here is a rough 
guide to remember. 
Spring bloomers should 
be pruned after the flow¬ 
ers fade. Any plants that 
bloom before the middle 
of June can be pruned 
after blooming. Plants 
that bloom after that 
time should be pruned 
in late winter. 

If you’re feeling a lit¬ 
tle “fruity” and want to 
add a little something to 
the lawn, why not do a 
strawberry tower bed? 
You can use stones, bricks 
or even that plastic roll 
of trim to build them. 
Make a circle about 6 
feet in diameter. Then 
add your dirt to the top 
of the stone/brick/trim. 
Now put down a circle 
inside that one that is 
4 feet in diameter. Add 
your dirt and start the 
final tower with a 2-foot 
diameter. Add dirt to the 
final layer and you are 
ready to plant. 

Leave 6 inches 
between each plant and 
make yourself a little 
stepping area in each cir¬ 


cle to reach into the top 
layer. You’ll create new 
plants from runners 
each year so don’t buy a 
ton of plants. They will 
crowd out in 2 years or 
so and you can start a 
new tower for the new 
plants. 

I know we are all 
looking at a little win¬ 
ter damage on bushes 
and other plants. Some 
might look dead right 
now but give them a lit¬ 
tle time before you dig 
and destroy. They might 
just pop out of it. Wait 
until June before you 
decide to replace any 
established plants. 

I’ve got a new weed 
killer to try this year! 
I’m a big fan of using 
apple cider vinegar out¬ 
side to kill weeds and 
grass. My white vin¬ 
egar is typically for my 
inside cleaning. Howev¬ 
er, I have found a weed 
killer recipe that calls 
1 gallon of white vin¬ 
egar, 2 cups of Epsom 
Salt and l/4th cup of old 
fashioned liquid soap 
(no anti-bacterial stuff). 
Use it in a sprayer bottle 
to kill any weeds after 
the dew has dried. Just 
don’t spray any plants 
you want to keep. 

Now, Mother Nature 
is going to bring plenty 
of warm weather our 
way this year. It’s just 
going to be a slow roll 
so be patient. There are 
plenty of outdoor chores 
to be done before we 
start our own passion of 
pleasure, the vegetable 
garden! 

Just remember what 
the cat said when he got 
his tail caught in the 
door. “It won’t be long 
now!”

the answer to one question, that ques¬ 
tion being, does the law being referred 
to really being violated? Has anyone 
asked for a legal interpretation of the 
law that is alleged to be violated? 

If it is determined that the law is 
applicable, that settles that question. 
If the law is not being violated then 
Brian should be reinstated to his job. 

At the time the decision was made 
relative to Brian having to be relieved 
of his job to the violation in question, 
did anyone obtain legal certainty if 
such action was, in fact, legal? If there 
was any doubt that a violation would 
occur then Brian should not have 
been given that reason for his transfer. 

Evidently, a legal interpretation has 
not been forthcoming since, after 10 
months, this question relative to the 
law has not been settled. Unless there 
is absolute knowledge of a violation of 
a law, hot is it possible for a person to 
be relieved of their present job duties 
using that law as a reason? 

Several inquiries have been made 
to other schools relative as to how they 
have handled such a situation. Names 
of schools and persons talked to from 
those schools will be made available 
upon request. 

I contacted the KHSAA and asked 
how they handle such situations. 


Their answer was they do not get 
involved in the selection, hiring and 
promotion of coaches. It’s their opin¬ 
ion that these are school problems. 

I also had a conversation with 
Anthony Hatchel about such cases. 
Coach Hatchell served as Athletic 
Director and head football coach at 
ACHS. Coach was well respected by 
his peers. After 31 years, Coach has 
retired. In addition to his time spent 
at ACHS, he also served as principal at 
Mayfield High School and principal 
at Collins High School. In my opinion, 
there is no one who knows the rules 
and bylaws of the coaching profes¬ 
sion, as does Coach Hatchell. 

Coach told us about the situation 
he had when he was principal at 
Mayfield High School. He hired his 
son as head baseball coach and as an 
assistant football coach at Mayfield 
High. His son was hired by the Middle 
School as a teacher, which eliminated 
any questions that the Board of Edu¬ 
cation might have as related to nepo¬ 
tism. 

Based on information that I have 
been able to gather and have been 
told and read, it is my opinion, right or 
wrong, that Brian should never have 
been relieved of his duties and should 
be reinstated as head softball coach at 
the high school and remain a teacher 
at the middle school.

Shelby Co. company will 
dose doors after 42 years

After 42 years, a long¬ 
time Shelby County 
company will close its 
doors in June because of 
a conflict with the build¬ 
ing’s landlord, company, 
officials say. 

Cenveo, headquar¬ 
tered in Texas, last year, 
purchased National 
Envelope Company, 
which has been located 
at 252 Pearce Industrial 
Road since 1972. 

A spokesperson for 
Cenveo announced the 
plant’s closing recently. 

“The closing of the 
company is a direct 
result of the company’s 
inability to negotiate 
acceptable terms with 
the building landlord, a 
division of Spirit Finance 
Corporation,” wrote Kyle 
Marlin, Regional Direc¬ 
tor of Human Resourc¬ 
es for Cenveo in Ennis, 
Texas, in a WARN ACT 
announcement to 
Shelbyville Mayor Tom 
Hardesty. 

The closure will result 
in the loss of 83 jobs. 

The WARN ACT, or 
Worker Adjustment and 
Retraining Notification 
Act, protects workers, 
their families and com¬ 
munities by requiring 
most employers with 
100 or more employ¬ 
ees to provide notifica¬ 
tion 60 calendar days in 
advance of plant clos¬ 
ings and mass layoffs. 

Libby Adams, execu¬ 
tive director of the Shel¬ 
by County Industrial 
and Development Corpo¬ 
ration, said she and her 
staff were shocked by 


the news. 

“Our office is just very 
upset that this has hap¬ 
pened,” she said. “We 
hate that those people 
will be displaced from 
their jobs.” 

Adams said that state 
economic development 
programs are in place to 
assist struggling compa¬ 
nies but National Enve¬ 
lope and Cenveo was 
not in a position to take 
advantage of any type of 
state assistance. 

“If there were any¬ 
thing we could do to keep 
them here, we would be 
open to discussions,” she 
said. “The state has the 
programs for industries 
that are looking at clos¬ 
ing, and I’m not at liberty 
to share the background 
situation but they don’t 
qualify for any of those 
programs.” 

Hardesty echoed 
Adams’ sentiments 
about the closing. 

“I think it’s a ter¬ 
rible loss to the indus¬ 
trial community here to 
lose 83 jobs that affects 
83 families in Shelby 
and surrounding coun¬ 
ties,” he said. “We hate 
to lose anybody here in 
our industrial family 
that provides jobs and 
employment opportuni¬ 
ties for our community.” 

Neither Marlin nor 
plant manager Steven 
Cavell returned phone 
calls from The Sentinel- 
News seeking informa¬ 
tion on whether employ¬ 
ees might be able to 
transfer to other loca¬ 
tions. 

Terri Bradshaw, com¬ 
munications director 
for the Kentucky office 


of Employment and 
Training, said employ¬ 
ees could come into the 
Kentucky Career Center 
at 88 Brunerstown Road 
and apply for work. 

But one has to actu¬ 
ally be officially unem¬ 
ployed to apply for 
unemployment insur¬ 
ance, she said. 

“As far as unemploy¬ 
ment insurance goes, 
there is a waiting week 
period so that first week 
they’re unemployed, 
they can’t do anything,” 
she said. 

In the WARN 
announcement, Marlin 
noted the employment 
breakdown of lost as:

Adams said that the 
plant’s closing is only the 
second in the county this 
year or last. 

“Profile Pipe did shut 
down and they did lose 
two or three employees,” 
she said. “But, other than 
that, we have not had 
any other major indus¬ 
tries shut down, not even 
when things were bad. 
We didn’t have any that 
closed, they found ways 
to make it through.”

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Jesus had a bride all right: the church, for which he gave his life 


Well, here it is, just in 
time for Easter. It seems 
that every year around 
this time there is some 
new discovery that seem¬ 
ingly tries to debunk the 
Scriptures, distract us 
from the season and dis¬ 
credit the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. This year, it is the 
news that an ancient 
papyrus fragment with 
words referring to Jesus’ 
“wife” are likely authen¬ 
tic and not a forgery. This 
was the conclusion of an 
article in the Harvard 
Theological Review. It is 
a complex issue, beyond 
the scope of this article. 
Simply put, this really 
proves nothing new 
other than the papy¬ 
rus is really, really old. 
Nothing about historic, 
biblical Christianity will 


change 
from the 
release of 
this discov¬ 
ery. 

The 
Washing¬ 
ton Post, 
one of 
the many 
news out¬ 
lets cover¬ 
ing this, 
included a quote by 
Jesuit priest James Mar¬ 
tin who said “people who 
are quick to accept the 
veracity of this appear 
to be liberal Christians 
who question the verac¬ 
ity of other biblical 
accounts, including that 
of the Resurrection.” 
While I would not have 
much in agreement with 
my Catholic friends, this 


gentleman makes a very 
valid point. 

The bodily resurrec¬ 
tion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ from the dead is 
the cornerstone of Chris¬ 
tianity. Without it, our 
faith can only be con¬ 
signed to the dusty halls 
of museums alongside 
the many world reli¬ 
gions. Without the lit¬ 
eral resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus Christ from 
the dead the founder 
of our faith is nothing 
more than a box of bones 
alongside those of Abra¬ 
ham, Buddha, Confucius 
and Muhammad. If the 
Lord Jesus Christ is not 
alive, Christianity is, as 
the Apostle Paul wrote 
in 1 Corinthians 15, a 
foolish, empty waste of 
time and we are among 


the most pitiful people 
in the world. 

Theologian Henry 
Morris points out that 
“The bodily resurrec¬ 
tion of Jesus Christ from 
the dead is the crown¬ 
ing proof of Christian¬ 
ity. If the resurrection 
did not take place then 
Christianity is a false 
religion. If it did take 
place then Christ is God 
and the Christian faith 
is absolute truth.” There¬ 
fore, based on this truth, 
Jesus Christ is Lord and 
we must submit to His 
authority in all things. 

Yet out of all the evi¬ 
dence for the literal, 
bodily resurrection, 
the most compelling is 
the changed life of one 
who has been saved by 
simple faith and trust in 


Jesus Christ alone for sal¬ 
vation. The apostle Paul, 
writing in Pirst Corinthi¬ 
ans 15, includes himself 
in the list of those who 
encountered the risen 
Christ. He goes on to say, 
“By the grace of God I am 
what I am” (v.10). This 
was a man who went 
from a persecutor of 
Christians to a preacher 
of the Gospel. Why such 
a striking conversion if 
he was not convinced 
that he encountered the 
risen Lord Jesus Christ 
(see Acts 9:1-9)? 

Despite attempts to 
disparage our Savior, the 
Lord Jesus Christ does 
have a bride. Her name is 
the Church (Revelation 
19:7; 21:9; 22:17). Scripture 
teaches that Christ gave 
His life for His bride 


(Ephesians 5:25) and all 
who trust Him by repen¬ 
tant faith are included 
therein. He died a sub¬ 
stitutionary, atoning 
death to pay for her sins 
against a holy, just God 
and He was consequent¬ 
ly raised for her justifi¬ 
cation (Romans 4:25). His 
resurrection was God the 
Lather’s acceptance of 
this sacrifice on behalf 
of His people. 

What about you, 
friend? Do you trust 
in the risen Lord Jesus 
Christ alone for salva¬ 
tion? Do you have the 
hope of salvation that is 
provided only by a risen 
Savior? If not, repent 
and believe the Gospel 
today and have a blessed 
Easter Season!

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Scoreboard solution 
needs to be in place 
Before 2015 season 

You probably know 
some well-meaning souls 
who espouse something 
along the line of, “The score 
should not matter. Just go 
out and play” 

Those folk should have 
suited up at the Anderson 
County High School base¬ 
ball field in recent years. 

It seems like more often 
than not, no one could have 
known the score unless he 
was keeping it himself. 

It really has been that bad in recent 
years when it has seemed like the chanc¬ 
es of a no-hitter being thrown have 
been better than those of the scoreboard 
working. 

OK, that’s an exaggeration but you get 
the picture. The scoreboard situation at 
Barnes Memorial Field is simply bad. 

Last Tuesday, I was introduced, again, 
to the plight of local high school base¬ 
ball fans. After covering the Anderson 
County-Spencer County softball game, 
I moseyed over to the baseball field a 
few yards away to catch the end of the 
Bearcats’ game with West Jessamine. 

When I got there, there were no runs, 
no hits, no errors or no anything else 
telling the fans about the game. I asked 
several fans what was going on and got 
two different scores in a matter of about 
three minutes. 

As it turns out, Anderson was trail¬ 
ing 8-0, but what was not apparent was 
that the Bearcats had given up six runs 
because of errors. Nor was there any 
indication that West Jessamine’s Dakota 
Greer had given up just one hit. 

It wasn’t the first time I have been 
at an Anderson game and been in the 
dark because the scoreboard, which has 
been in place since 2004, has been on the 
blink. 

It’s worse than a shame. It’s an embar¬ 
rassment. 

If this was something that just 
occurred last week or sporadically, it 
wouldn’t be too bad. 

An inconvenience? Certainly. But 
most people realize there are times 
things just happen, especially around 
high school sports. We deal with it and 
move on. 

But the fact is that it has happened 
often, much too often, at Anderson 
County. 

After seeing nothing on the board - 
and after seeing the intense frustration 
etched on the faces of Bearcat fans - I 
decided to write a column about plight 
of the Anderson baseball team and its 
fans. 

With more games scheduled for 
Thursday and Friday and a scheduling 
conflict the first night, I had arranged 
for someone to get a photo of the score- 
board and anything people were doing 
to keep up with the action, just in case 
weather claimed Friday’s game, which I 
was planning to attend. 

However, sometime between Tuesday 
night and Thursday’s game, the high 
school maintenance crew, led by Bryan 
Drury, received parts from Sportable, 
the scoreboard manufacturer, and got it 
going again. For now. 

Actually, Drury and his crew should 
be commended. Getting the scoreboard 
working was remarkable. 

But, alas, it doesn’t significantly 
change things. If anything, it just rein¬ 
forces a “deja vu all over again” attitude. 
For at least five years, maybe longer, 
it has been the same old story of score- 
board out, scoreboard fixed and score- 
board out again. 

The frustration builds. The unsub¬ 
stantiated rumors of businesses offering 
to supply a new scoreboard fly. 

And no one gets any happier. 

As a kid, I came to love baseball and 
listened to the Cincinnati Reds on radio 
nearly every summer night. As a teen, 
I learned that I could tune in to 12-15 
other teams whose games were carried 
on clear channel stations. And even then, 
I learned the importance of the score as 
some announcers relied on an egg timer 
to remind them to give the score and the 
game situation often. 

I wonder how they could do that with 
no scoreboard. 

It’s too late to do anything at Anderson 
County for this season other than hope 
that the repairs made last week make it 
through the current season. However, it 
would be understandable if those close 
to the Bat Cats are cynical. 

Anderson athletic director Rick Sallee 
says he has put the need for a new score- 
board on the school board agenda for the 
April 28 meeting. Whether it is addressed 
by appropriating funds to purchase one 
or by working with a marketing firm 
selling sponsorships to pay for it doesn’t 
matter. 

What does matter is that Anderson 
County High School has one of the better 
baseball programs in Kentucky. To not 
have a reliable scoreboard is an embar¬ 
rassment.

Scoreboard woes frustrate Bearcat fans 
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After being out of commission during Tuesday's game - a recur¬ 
ring problem for several years - the scoreboard at the Anderson 
County High School baseball field was working fine during Friday's 


ACHS Athletic 
Director says 
school is ooking 
for solutions

If some fans could issue a 
grade on the baseball score- 
board at Anderson County 
High School, chances are an 
“F” would be forthcoming. 

It could be an “F” for fail¬ 
ure. 

Or it could be an “F” for 
frustration. 

When the Bearcats 
hosted West Jessamine in 
only the third home game 
of the season last Tuesday, 
the scoreboard was blank. 
West Jessamine, one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s best teams this year, 
scored an 8-1 win over the 
Bearcats, but fans could not 
easily know what the game 
situation was by taking a 
look over the right-center 
field fence. 

The scoreboard, which 
was considered state-of-the- 
art when it was installed 
as part of a major facility 
upgrade in 2004, was one of 
the first in the area to show 
inning-by-inning scores, 
like a major league score- 
board, and had a small mes¬ 
sage board at the bottom. 

Last Tuesday, it showed 
nothing. 

“It has been a whole lot 
of frustration,” Anderson 
fan Scott Brown said. “It 
doesn’t work most of the 
time and it does not appear 
to be a priority to get it 
fixed.” 

Brown, a long-time fix¬ 
ture at Anderson sporting 


events, has a son, Jacob, who 
is a member of the current 
Bearcat team. An older son, 
Josh, played for the Bearcats 
before graduating in 2011. 

“It was a problem when 
my older son played,” 
Brown recalled. “It was off 
and on in 2010 and 2011.” 

Brown is not alone in his 
feeling that the lack of a 
reliable scoreboard is an 
issue that needs to be rem¬ 
edied. 

“Everybody is frustrat¬ 
ed because we have a nice 
baseball field,” said Teri 
Jean Stockton, whose son 
Brice is the Bearcats’ cur¬ 
rent starting catcher. “Peo¬ 
ple come in and say, ‘What 
is going on?’ We don’t have 
a scoreboard. 

“You can see the aggrava¬ 
tion. You can see the frus¬ 
tration.” 

The scoreboard has mal¬ 
functioned many times 
over the years and has occa¬ 
sionally given out before a 
game is over. 

“We can get to the sixth 
inning and then everything 


goes completely off,” said 
Stockton. 

Last week, however, the 
school was able to contact 
Sportable, a company locat¬ 
ed in Murray that manufac¬ 
tured the scoreboard. Sport¬ 
able sent some replace¬ 
ment parts and members 
of the school maintenance 
crew worked feverishly to 
get the machine ready for 
Thursday’s game against 
Franklin County. 

The scoreboard worked 
that day and also during 
Friday night’s win over 
Spencer County. However, 
Brown might have summed 
up the feelings of many 
when he said, “It was nice to 
see the scoreboard working. 
For how long, I don’t know.” 

Bearcat baseball coach 
L.W. Barnes politely 
declined to comment on the 
scoreboard woes. 

Anderson athletic direc¬ 
tor Rick Sallee says he can 
empathize with the frustra¬ 
tion of not having a reliable 
scoreboard. 

“I have frustrations 


every time I hit that but¬ 
ton,” he said of his routine 
of powering up the score- 
board during a game day 
check. “It is very frustrat¬ 
ing. It works and then it 
doesn’t work. This time, we 
thought it was something 
weather-related. It has been 
a little bit of everything. 

“It is the most unstable 
scoreboard we have ever 
had.” 

Anderson’s athletic 
director since the 2008-09 
school year, Sallee has seen 
the school have to pur¬ 
chase new scoreboards in 
three other sports. The most 
prominent came up when 
the Bearcat football team 
was caught without one to 
start the 2012 season. 

At that time, the score- 
board malfunctioned 
before the final scrim¬ 
mage and was eventually 
replaced during the season. 
However, the school pur¬ 
chased a small portable 
scoreboard that was used 
for the football team’s sea¬ 
son-opener against Bryan 
Station that year. 

The portable machine 
can be used for multiple 
sports. 

“Hopefully, (the repairs) 
will last all year,” Sallee said 
Friday. 

At this point, the school’s 
only recourse is to put the 
need for a new scoreboard 
on the agenda for the next 
school board meeting, 
scheduled for April 28. Sal¬ 
lee says he has done just 
that. 

In the meantime, rumors 
have flown that at least 
one local business would 
donate a comparable new

Anderson County softball is 
finally living up to its lofty pre¬ 
season expectations. 

Not that anything major 
was ever wrong with the Lady 
Bearcats but after a week that 
saw them win seven of eight 
games by a combined 62-12 score, 
Anderson is showing signs it has 
designs not only on an 8th Region 
championship but also making 
noise at the state tournament if 
the Lady Bearcats get there. 

During the week, Anderson 
routed two 8th Region foes and 
knocked off 16th-ranked Boyle 
County in the Capital City Show¬ 
case, hosted by Franklin County. 
The Lady Bearcats made a state¬ 
ment with a resounding 10-0 
mercy-rule win over district foe 
Spencer County last Tuesday. 

“We finished as runner-up in 
the Franklin County Showcase,” 
Anderson coach Brent Aldridge 
said. “It was a long day on Sat¬ 
urday. We started playing at 9 
a.m. and wrapped up around 10 
p.m. We played great all week¬ 
end despite having one pitcher, 
Mia Aldridge, a little under the 
weather.” 

Franklin took the champion¬ 
ship of its own tournament, 2-1, to 
end Anderson’s eight-game win¬ 
ning streak. 

The Lady Bearcats, ranked 23rd 
in the state in the latest poll, now 
stood at 12-4 through Saturday. 

In the Showcase final, Ander¬ 
son saw a 1-0 lead slip away in the 
bottom of the sixth, when Frank¬ 
lin scored twice. Both teams mus¬ 
tered just four hits in the pitching 
duel between Anderson sopho¬ 
more Ally Moore and Franklin 


County’s Kara Howard. 

“Ally pitched a great ball 
game, but we just came up a lit¬ 
tle short on the hitting depart¬ 
ment,” Aldridge said. “Give Frank¬ 
lin County credit. They played a 
great ball game and have a good 
pitcher in Kara Howard.” 

Franklin was unranked in the 
last coaches’ poll but was receiv¬ 
ing votes for the Top 25. 

Otherwise, Anderson’s bats 
were smoking in the tournament. 

The highlight of the tourna¬ 
ment from Anderson’s perspec¬ 
tive might have been a 4-3 win 
over highly regarded Boyle Coun¬ 
ty.

Brown and Stockton both said 
they have contacted members of the 
Anderson County Board of Education 
about the baseball team’s plight.
